tended the meetings of the 
Board of Aldermen and the 
hearings before the Public Util- 
ities Committee, comsulted with 
the Civic League, visited the 
Mayor and brought in the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union a 
full and complete report, giving 
its reasons why the bill should 
not be approved by the organi- 
zation. The report of the com- 
mittee was approved and the 
committee was instructed to do 
all in its power to defeat the 
ordinance. 

The activity of the committee 
caused the defeat of Ordinance 
No. 1, and. in my opinion, broke 
up a well-devised and concerted 
plan to overawe the Board of 
Aldermen by a great assem- 
blage of the wealthy business 
interests of the city, and force 
the passage of the bill while 
the people of the city were en- 
grossed in the issues of the war. 


Ordinance No. 1 was dropped 
and Ordinance No. 2 submitted 
in its place and referred to the 
Public Utilities Committee. Mr. 
Butler, co-operating with the 
Civic League and the officers 
and members of the various im- 
provement associations ana civic 
bodies of the city, has striven to 
induce the Public Utilities Com- 
mittee to make such changes in 
the bill as will guard the rights 
of the people and restore confi- 
dence in the good faith of the 
United Railways. This labor 
has been in vain, up to the pres- 
ent time. 

During all the hearings on 
this ordinance, from the reports 
of the committee and from my 
personal observation, not once 
has any officer of-the United 
Railways, or any citizen who ap- 
peared in behalf of the United 
Railways taken any one par- 
ticular section of this settle- 
nent ordinance and pointed out 
where it would benefit the city 
or assure good service to the 
patrons of the road. The only 
ple? has been that it is a good 
company in hard luck, don’t hurt 
it, help it along, and it will 
be good to the people of the 
city. 

On the other hand those who 
opposed the _ settlement ordi- 
nances took section by section, 
clause by clause, and line by line, 
and pointed out where they 
would either help or hurt the 
interests of the city or the rights 
of citizens, who by their nickles 
sustain this corporation. 

I am not going to analyze this 
ordinance generally, but will 
confine myself to one section 
that. in its present form, is 
enough to condemn the ordi- 
nance in the opinion of all fair- 
minded men. The Central Trades 
and Labor Union is not taking 
part in this agitation to union- 
ize the United Railways, as has 
been deliberately charged. The 
Central Trades and Labor 
Union represents the great mass 
of the workers of the city as the 
Civic League represents the great

Now let us examine the sec- 
tions of the ordinance relating 
to the question of extensions. 
One particular section provides 
for the creation of a Board of 
Control, which shall have power 
to approve or condemn-anf pro- 
posed extensions. The board is to 
consist of one representative wf 
the company, the Director of 
Public Utilities or his accredited 
representative, and in case of 
dispute a member of the S&t. 
Louis Court of Appeals. 


The Director of Public Utili- 
ties is appointed by the Mayor 
Now the question is, would such 
a Board be in a position to do 
justice in the matter of exten- 
Sions to the city or the people 
In my opinion, it certainly would 
not. 

Every American citizen is a 
natural politician. His democ- 
racy compels him to become one, 
his schools, his fraternal organi- 
zations, his political parties, his 
newspapers, his unions all teach 
him the value of organization. 
All that the United Railways 
would have to do under this plan 
would be a month before the 
primary in any mayoralty elec- 
tion to select the most promis- 
ing candidate for Mayor in any 
or all the political parties and 
pledge him or them its financial 
and voting power to secure him 
or them the nomination and elec- 
tion for the privilege of naming 
the Director of Public Utilities, 
who by this ordinance is made ' 
the city’s representative on the 
Board of Control. 

There is another thing in con- 
nection with this settlement or- 
dinance which has not come out | 
in any of the hearings or discus- 
sions that have taken place. 
Chairman Schwartz of the com- 
mittee having this bill in charge 
made the statement in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Butler and myself 
that there were powerful prop- 
erty interests behind the Dill, 
driving the committee to report 
the bill as it was drawn and to 
recommend its passage, and 
that the property interests were | 
opposed to extensions. This is 
a very serious thing. The com- 
pany, under the bill, will have 
absolute power to refuse any ex- 
tension in any part of the city. 
Are we to understand that it is 
the desire and intention of the 
large property owners to create 
a congested condition, so that 
rents can be kept at a high 
level? Are we to understand

The time has come to put an end to the repeated 
falsehoods, in print and out of it, about this Company’s Keokuk 
power contract. Some persons and papers ignorantly, others ma- 
liciously, have tried to make you believe we pay too much for 
Keokuk power.

Friday night the St. Louis Star in a front ‘page 
article stated that ‘‘the EXCESS COST of United Railways power 
is $670,000 a year,’ owing to our Keokuk contract. The truth is 
that our ENTIRE PAYMENT for Keokuk power during the past 
year was only $618,750. 


The writer of that article didn’t know what he was talking 
about—and didn’t trouble to yo to the proper public authorities to learn. 
He got his imaginary $670,000 ‘‘excess” by comparing the average kilowatt 
hour cost of United Railway power derived from three separate sources in 
1915, with what he supposed to be the kilowatt hour cost of producing power 
in 1915 in the Cleveland municipal electric plant. 


_ His “cost” figure for Cleveland in 1915 was 3.7 mills per 
kilowat* hour. He evidently assumed that covered the whole cost of power 
in the Cleveland plant. He didn’t know that it covered only the cost of coal, 
labor and supplies: that it did not include interest on City bonds issued to 
build the plant, insurance and other fixed charges. 


Commissioner Davis, in charge of Cleveland’s'municipal electric 

lant, states that the actual present cost of producing power in that plant 

is over 8 mills per kilowatt hour, of which over 6 mills is operating and mainte- 
nance cost and over 2 mills plant investment cost. 


- United Railways uses 107,700,000 kilowatt hours 
yearly of Keokuk power. We pay 5.77 mills per kilowatt hour for 


it. If we bought that 107,700,000 kilowatt hours a year from the 
Cleveland municipal electric plant at 8 mills, or less than. actual 
cost of producing it in that plant, our bill for it would be $240,171 
a year, or 38.8%, more than our Keokuk power bill. 


President Stanley of the Cleveland Railway Com- 
pany informs us that his company buys its power, under a contract 
approved by the Cleveland City Government, at 6.59 mills per 
kilowatt hour, or .082 of a mill more than United Railways pays for 
Keokuk power. At that rate our Keokuk power would cost us 
$88,000 a year more than it does. The Cleveland Railway Com- 

any buys its power, the City approving, from the Cleveland Electric 
luminating Company, because the Cleveland municipal electric 
plant could not meet the Illuminating Company’s low bid. 


The relatively small amount of steam electric power United 
Railways buys from Union Electric, in addition to the Keokuk power, costs 
us 8.36 mills per kilowatt hour—which on the word of Commissioner Davis is 
almost exactly the present cost of producing power in the Cleveland municipal 
electric plant. 


United Railways’ average price for all power bought 
(under pre-war contracts), is 6.69 mills per kilowatt hour. We 
couldn’t buy it that cheap today. This is nearly 114 mills less than 
the officially reported cost of producing power in the Cleveland 


municipal’ plant. 


We buy our Keokuk power at very much less than the actual 
cost of its production at Keokuk (as the records of the Illinois Public Service 
Commission will prove), thanks to the extremely favorable and valuable 
99-year contract which the Post-Disptach described as ‘‘iniquitous” in a 
Cleveland dispatch published Saturday night. 


United Railways power generated in our own small steam- 
electric plants during the present year has cost us 20 mills per kilowatt hour. 


Our Keokuk power contract guarantees St. Louis, 
during the next 90 years, power to move street cars that can’t be 
shut off by railroad or mine strike, or by fire or flood in the St.Louis 
district. It is one of this Company’s, and one of St. Louis’, best 
assets. If any other big city in America had it, the papers of that 
city would be boasting of it, instead of knocking it. 


If at any time hereafter the terms of that contract 
should be unjust to the public or the street railway service, the 
Missouri Public Service Commission has ample authority, and would 


use it, to correct that injustice. 


This Company is in good faith seeking a read- 
justment of our tax and franchise conditions that will enable us 
to use street car earnings to pay better wages, give ample good 
service at its fair cost, and make some return to the thousands of 
men and women who have invested their savings in this business. 


We can’t buy space to answer every hurtful 
falsehood told against us by office-seeking agitators and profit-seeking 
newspapers. We doask the fair-minded men and women of St. Louis, 
who may finally have to settle the street railway problem, to 
consider carefully the motives of those persons and papers that year 
in and year out attack every constructive effort made in this City, 
that constantly advertise St. Louis abroad as a bad place to invest 
in, and that never praise anybody or anything in St. Louis except 


themselves.

The War 
Industries Board apparently has had too 
many leaders who have not been trained 
that way, trying to co-ordinate the work 
whrch In many respects is duplicated tn the 
armny and navy. It is clearly a one-type 
job and requires a real man to run it. The 
resignation of the competent late chairman 
trings this point home. The il! health 
that caused the resignation was il] health 
caused by lack of team work. One man 
can't. be a team but he can, properly seat- 
ed, drive a team and obtain team work. 
The President should answer this question 
by tdicating to Congress the wisdom of 
centralizing responsibility in operating tre 
war machine and put the board on a plane 
worthy of the business it must direct. Per- 
haps this can be best effected through ore- 
ation of a Cabinet office for the period of 
tre war to control the manufacture and 
distribution of munitfons.
